Over in the health department in the 
city hall there isa map of thecity. Dvery 
time a case of typhoid fever is reported a 


show its locality. Within the last two 
monthe these little black spots have been 
growing steadily more numerous, but not 
alarmingly so except en the north side tn 
the territory supplied with water by the 
Chicago avenue pumping station. ' 
Altogether there are about forty cases 
in. the city, and half of thepe are in the 
relatively small area supplied by the Chi- 
cago avenue station. Inaepectors have 
been trying to locate the source of infec- 
tion for several weeks, Milk wae tested, 
but none of it showed evidence of typhoid 
baccilli. Health Commissioner George B. 
Young decided it must be the water. 


Typhoid Carrier Found, 

Last week inspectors visited the pump- 
ing station. They found three of the 
wells were being repaired. Beneath the 
stairway in one of these wells a small 
crack was found in the cement wall 
through which a small stream of water 
was seeping. Workmen were repairing 
the leak. The workmen wefe examined. 
One of them was found to be a carrier 
of typhoid germs. All three had had ty- 
phoid fever. 

Inspectors and sanitary experts were 
unable to trace the source of the seepage. 
It was thought it might come from a 
neighboring sewer. Various colored 
chemicals were placed in the sewers in 


None of the colored.water trickled’ 
through. “Then it was thought it might 
come from a water main. They were 
unable to trace It tots source, however. 
‘Boil Water,” Advice. 
Dr. Young yesterday pronounced the 
water supplied by the Chicago avenue. 
pumping station the worst in thecity and 
ordered noticag sent to all residents in 
the district to boil the water. 
_ “ First we tried to find a common factor 
and in the majority of cases we could 
find no connection with any other,” said 
Dr. Young. ‘“ Only a few of them had 
been imported or, exposed to other cases. 
We finally came to the conclusion the 
spread of the disegap must be due to the 
water. 
*“ Following the fading of the leak in 
one of the wells I thought it wise to warn 
the people to boil the water for a period 
until we havé remedied certain condi- 
tions, although we have not proved that 
the water is contaminated. 
“The water supplied in this district is

PREDICTS NEW ATTACK

ROME, Dec. 17.—On his arri- 
val at Rome Prince von Bulow, 
the former imperial German 
chancellor, and now ambassador 
to Italy, was informed of the 
bombardment of the English 
coast by German ships, but 
showed no surprise, He said this 
achievement had been arranged 
for prior to his departure from 
Berlin, and added: 

“This is simply the prelude to 
what the German fleet is soon to 
undertake, which may astonish 
the world.”

BERLIN, Dec. 18, 2:30 a. m. 
—It is officially reported that the 
German vessels which bombarded 


Hartlepool, Scarborough, and 
Whitby were hit several times by 
the coast batteries, but that the 


damage was slight.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—A short, fierce bat- 
tle was fought in the fog off the Yorkshire 
coast yesterday morning between a mos- 
quite fleet of British light cruisers and de- | 
stroyets and the powerful equadron of 
the German fleet which was fleeing from 
the wrecked cities of Hartlepool Gcar- 
borough, and Whitby. 
Racing to the coast in response to the 
fervent wireless appeals that were scnt 
out from the bombarded cities, the de- 
stroyers encountered the German battle 
cruisers before their eearness was real- 
ized. 
In the mist that velled the sea the Tyne 
flotilla fairly ran into the Germans and 
did their best to delay the flight unti: the 
British betthe cruisers and Jreadnaughts 
could come up. They were not successfu, 
and they suffered heavy punishment from 
the heavy, long range guns of the Ge-man 
cruisers. 

Cruiser Patrol Took Part. 
The light cruiser Patrol and the destroy- 
er Doon were among the British ships 
which attacked the German cruisers. They 
lost five men killed and fifteen wounded. 
Seven wounded men have been landed 
at South Shields from one of the destroy- 
ers of the Tyne flotilla—a lieutenant and 
six sailors—and accommodations have 
been prepared at Cromarty for fifty 
wounded. 
The full extent of the British casualties 
is not yet known and is only hinted at in 
the news from South Shields and Cro- 
marty. In these towns it is said that the 
Tyne flotilla was attacked by three Ger- 
man cruisers and four destroyers and 
that the lieutenant and sailors landed 
at South Shields were injured by a shell 
which exploded on their vessel. Another 
British destroyer escaped, but with a 
damaged hull, 
German Attack Is Sudden. 

It was learned from the wounded lieu- 
tenant and sailors that the destroyer 
flotilla was attacked suddenly, which 
would indicate that the Germans were 
aware of the presence of the English be- 
fore the British realized they were within 
range of the Germans. 

It is supposed that the German fleet of 
five battle cruisers and twe armored 
cruisers, which was the strength of the 
German fleet, according to the warofiice, 
ecattered in the run for home and that 
it was a part of the fleet that the hornets 
of the royal navy came upon. 

The battle crulsere Von Der Tann, 
Moltke, and Seydlitz probably were in| 
the fight after having participated in the 
bombardment of the coast. 

Mines Sink Three Ships. 

The extent of the damage done by the 
German warships and of the loss of life 
and injuries they caused on their raid has 
grown hourly. Employing a defensive 
trick they used to some purpose on Nov. 8, 
the Germans dropped mines Ip their wake 
as they slipped to sea in the fog. Three 
British merchant vessels were sunk last 
night by these mines, and at least seven 
men, and probably more, were killed.

EGYPT BRITISH: 


TURK CAST: OUT 


England Proclaims Sultan's 
Province to Be Protecto- 


~ 


‘LONDON, Dec. 17.~The lohig expected 
proclamation bringing an end to Turk- 
ish suzerainty over Hgypt and the es- 
tablishment of a British protectorate over 
that country was officially tesued to- 
night. The last straw doubtless was the 
action of the khedive, who was the sul- 
tan’s representative in Egypt, but with 
little or no power, in taking sides with 
Turkey against Great Britain. 

‘The announcement says: 

“The suzerainty of Turkey over Egypt 
is thus terminated, and his majesty's 
government will adopt all measures 
necessary for the defense of Egypt and 
the protection of its inhabitants and in- 
terests. : 


British High Commissioner. 

Lieut. Col. Sir Arthur Henry McMahon, 
who has been appointed high commission- 
er, although a soldier by profession, has 
had long and varied experience as a po- 
litical officer in India and other parts 
of the east. He has been foreign secre- 
tary to the government of India since 19]1. 


BRITISH ACTION EXPECTED. 

The proclamation of Egypt asa British 
protectorate was foreshadowed in recent 
dispatches. On Nov. 3 Egypt was placed 
under martial law and Maj. Gen. Sir John 
Grenfell Maxwell, commander of the 
forces in Egypt, was placed in military 
control of the country. 

Advices ftom Constantinople have re- 
ported the khedive, Abbas Hilmi—exziled, 
it has been alleged, from Egypt on account 
of hig pro-Turkish attitude—as having 


“gone to Vienna to confer with the Aus- 


trian &uthorities. Previously the khedive 
had been reported preparing to lead an 
army into Egypt to wrest control of the 
country from the British. 

Egybt, while nominally forming part 
of the Turkish empire, has been virtually 
a dependency of England. The admin- 
istration is carried on by native ministers 
subject to the ruling of the khedive. Since 
1883 England has been represented in the 


| government, 


On the abolition of the joint Anglo- 
French control in that year, the khedive, 
on the recommendation of England, ap- 
pointed an English financial adviser, 
without whose concurrence no financial 
decision can be taken. The financial ad- 
viser has a right to a seat in the council 
of ministers, but is not an executive offi-

~ for Five Years

VAALS, Holland, Dec. 17.—Germany's 
autumn planting is exceptionally heavy. 
Enormous quaztities of coPn fortherly| 
sent to Russia are now being stored in 
Germany. The frequent statement in 
the German business world concerning 
the general food situation is: 

“We have more than é¢nough for all 
present purposes and, reckoning future 
crops upon a moderate basis, we certain- 
ly are prepared for five years with ship- 
ping conditions as they are at; present.” 

The statement regarding meat is not 
so explicit, but the invariable reply is: 

‘We have enough for years, Meat 
is now cheaper than it was before the; 
war. Caulifiower is at its usual price. 
The supply of beans is short. We have 
sugar enough to last two and a half 
years." 

Germany is now feeling the benefits of 
twenty years of a liberal and scientific 
use of artificial fertilizers. The gov- 
ernment as a precautionary measure has 
ordeted 10 per cent of corn in wheaten 
loaves. At the next planting more land 
will be put into wheat and less into sugar. 
There is no anxiety now relative to feed- 
ing the army or civilians for the next 
year at least. Building operations are 
active,

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—The people of Ber- 
lin were aroused to enthusiasm today by 
the announcement of a great Allstro- 
German victory over the Russians in Po- 
land. An official bulletin to this effect 
was issued shortly after noon as follows: 

“The Russian offensive against Silesia 
and Posen has completely broken down. 
In the whole of Poland the enemy was 
forced to retreat after fierce and stubborn 
frontal battles and is being pursued 


everywhere. 

“ During the fighting in notthern Po- 
land yesterday and the previous day the 
bravery of the West Prussian Hessian 
regiments gained a victory. The effect of 
this victory cannot yet be estimated.” 


City Flashes Into Bunting. 
Within half an hour extra editions of 
the papers appeared and the whole city 
literally flashed into bunting. Ajziier- 
ican visitors, who @ few days ag com- 
mented upon the nondisplay of flags, 
scarcely recognized the streets, which 
everywhere were gay with the German 
black, white, arid red, and the Austrian 
orange and biack, at many places inter- 
twined. 

Cross 
meeting wes in session, word was recefved | 
from the palace that the greatest victory 
of the war had been won.

Further successes against the Russians 
appear to have been achieved by the Aus- 
trians in West Galicia. Here the Rus- 
sians, according to advices received from 
the zone of hostilities, have been attackéd 
simultaneously. from two sides; on their 
right by an offensive trom the eastward 
of Cracow, and on their left front by a 
movemen}{ directed from the south. 
*“ The report that the Austrians are 
following up the retiring Russian army 
from the south shows, in the opinion of 
military observers, that the Russians are 
being forced northward upon their forces 
in western Poland. Whether this retire- 
ment will extendto the Russians massed 
to the north of Piotrkow will depend on 
the events of the next few days. 


Russians Retreat in Galicia. 

VIENNA, Dec. 17.—An official an- 
nouncement issued today says the Rus- 
sians are retreating along the entire front 
in Galicia and Poland. The announce- 
mem follows: | 

“ The latest news permits of no further 
doubt that the resistance of the Russian 
main force has been shattered. After the 
defeat of the southern wing in the battle 
of Limanovo, which lasted several days, 
our allies also gained a victory near 
Lodz. 

“The Russiams are now completely 
routed on the River Bzura. 

* Threatened. by- our advance, across 
the Carpathians from the south, the 
enemy bégan a general retreat, which 
they are trying to cover by stubborn 
figiiting in the regions . before the Car- 
pathians. 

“Our troops are attacking on the line 
of. Gredno-Zakliczyu. Along the other

Great Battle Before Warsaw. 

WARSAW, Dec. 17.—A great battle is 
in’ progress at Sochaczew, thirty miles 
west of Warsaw. The German wedge, 
which is proceeding in a southeasterly 
direction from Ilow, has managed after 
heavy fighting, in which .serious losses 
are reported to have been inflicted, to 
establish itself a quarter of a mile west 
of Sochaczew. The Polish campaign now 
centers at that point. 

The German column was met at So- 
chaczew by fierce resistance on the part 
of the Russians. The fighting was ex- 
tremely severe, at points leading to hand- 
to-hand encounters. Artillery fire on 
both sides was heavy and continuous, 
German aeroplanes are constantly cir- 
cling over the town. = 

Reinforcements are being poured in 
rapidly on both sides. The Russians are 
bringing in troops by highway and by the 
railroad from Warsaw. The Germans are 
moving forces from the region about 
Lodz. | , 

Netwithstanding the conflicting nature 
of reports concerning the character of 
the German operations, it is evident that 
their maneuvers, which according to some 
reports include as many as five army | 
corps, are being conducted elong a line to 
the north of Lowicz.

BRITISH BALKED 
GERMAN PLAN TO 
SEIZE FALKLANDS 
Von Spee's Swuadron su 


prised by Foes’ Force; 
‘Fell into Trap. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 17.~The German 
cruisers sent to the bottom off the Falk- 
land islands on Dec. 8 apparently were 
taken unawares by the British at a time 
when neither side was expecting jan en- 
ecunter, 

The first detailed accounts of ra battle, 
which reached here today from Puerto 
Gallegos, Patagonia, say that the Ger- 
mans were on their way to seize the Falk- 
land islands, British possessions, when 
they came unexpectedly upon a lone Brit- 
ish warship. Thé other members of the 
British fleet were taking on supplies from 
neighboring. islands at the time. | 
Before the Germans: re aware of the 
strength of their opp. .ts these ships 
closed in on them and the fate of Actmiral 
von Spee's squadron was soon sealed. 


Germans Brave to the End. 

The story of the battle was told by pas- 
sengers on the British steamer Orissa, 
which arrived at Punta Arenas from Cal- 
lao, Chile. They say that the Germans 
fought bravely to the end, even the col- 
llers refusing to surrender. Losees of 
the British were placed at eight men. 
It was a formidable British squadron 
which faced the Germans. Included in it 
were the battlesh’p Canopus, the battle 
cruisers Invincible and Inflexible, and the 
cruisers Kent, Cornwall, Carnarvon, Bris- 
tol, and Glasgow. It far outmatched in 
strength the German squadron, consist- 
ing of the five cruisers Scharnhorst, 
Gneisenau, Leipzig, Nurnberg, Tj Dres- 
den. 


Von Spee Opened Battle, 
The Britigh squadron arrived at Port 
Stanley, Falkland islands, on Dec. 7 to 
take on supplies. The next morning the 
Canopus, which was guarding the en- 
trance to the port, sighted a hostile war- 
ship. Four others quickly came into view 
and were recognized as the rarenren of 
Admiral von Spee. 
The German warships had left the Chiles 
an islands of Juan Fernandez on Nov. 15 
for the Falkland islands to take posses- 
sion of the islands ene destroy the wire- 
less station. 
Only the Canopus was visibie at first to 
the Germans, who steamed straight at it. 
The Canopus opened fire and the other 
British warships rushed to its assistance.

Killed May Total 150. 
The revised figures of. the government 
show that the loss of life and the num- 
ber of injured in the three cities bom- 
barded was greater than was indicated 
last night. According to the official press 
bureau statement there were eighty-two 
persons killed and 250 wounded at Har- 
tlepool alone; while at Scarborough the 
number of dead is at least seventeen, 
with nineteen ser!ously wounded. At 
Whitby two were killed and two wound- 
ed. The total casualties, therefore. were 
101 killed and 271 seriously hurt. It may 
be shown, when the whole truth is known, 
that 150 were killed and at least 300 in- 
jured. 
A majority of the victims at Hartle- 
pool were women and children. Fifteen 
school boys were killed by a single shell, 
only one boy escaping in the group, Ten 
persons lost their lives when a building 
in which they had taken refuge collapsed 
under the shock of shells. 
C, Nielsen, the American consular 
agent in Hartlepool, narrowly escaped 
death during the attack, the houses ad- 
joining his being crushed, together with 
their occupants. 


Germans Aided by Spies.

LAUDED IN BERLIN PAPERS. 

BERLIN, Dec, 17.—The Boersen Zei- 
tung today comments on the German 
bombardment of English ‘coast towns as 
follows: 

“ The heroic spirit which animates our 
army and navy elike has once more been 
splendidly proven in the attack on the 
English east coast, which our beloved 
English cousins cannot have believed 
possible in view of the vigilance of their 
navy and the protection afforded by ex- 
tensive mine fields. 

“The plucky German seaman fears 
neither mine nor superdreadnaught. The 
iron greetings thrown by our naval pieces 
on the English coast are possibly an in- 
dication that greater events are imm!- 
nent.”’

DEFENDS ACTS OF GERMANS. 

New York, Dec, 17.—That the three 
English towns bombarded by German 
warships are defended places and that 
the Germans therefore were justified in 
shelling them is the substance of a state- 
ment given out here tonight by Capt. 
Franz von Papen, military attaché of the 
German embassy at Washington. The 
statement follows: 

“Attention is respectfully called to 
article I. of The Hague convention of Oct. 
18, 1907, which says: 

“*The bombardment by naval forces 
of undefended ports, towns, villages, 
dwellings, or buildings is forbidden.’ 

**In concurrence with the report of the 
English official press bureau, the fact is 
established that Hartlepool is fortified, 
while Scarborough and Whitby are de- 
fended, like all other British coast pjaces, | 
either by regular troops, coast guns, or 
volunteers.”’ 


Allies Still on Offensive. 

The German and French official com- 
munications do not disclose much of what 
is going on in the west, but it is known 
that the allies are still on the offensive 
from the coast to La Bassee and at vari- 
ous other points along the front. 

While no marked advances are report- 
ed, the French claim to have made some 
progress and to have organized the 
ground which they gained during the pre- 
ceding days. 

The Germans, on the other hand, assert 
that the attacks by the allies have been 
repulsed. 


French War Statement, 

The French war office gave out an offi- 
cial statement as follows: 

‘ Between the sea and the Lys we have 
occupied several German trenches at the 
point of the bayonet, consolidated our po- 
sitions at Lombaertzyde and St. George, 
and organized the territory taken from 
the enemy to the west of Gheluvelt.

‘Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Rear Admiral Fiske, chief of the bureau 
of operations in the navy department, to- 


day told the house committee on navai af- 


fairs that it.would take from three to five 
years to whip the American navy into 
shape “to make effective ‘warfare "’ 
against a certain “ first class power.” 

It was generally understood Germany is 
the power referred to. Rear Admiral 
Fiske in no sense predicted war between 
this coumtry and Germany or any other 
power. He merely used Germany’s navy 
for purposes of comparison with the 
United States navy. 

At the close of Tear ‘dieslitel Five's 
testimony, which completely outlined the 
unprepared ness of the American navy at 
‘the present time, the committee voted to 
cut off a further investigation of the ques- 
tion of.preparedness. 

Following the appearance of Repre- 
séntative Gardner of Massachusetts, au- 
thor of the resolution for an investigation 
of the national defenses, the committee 
tdmorrow will take up the annual appro- 
priation budget. . 

* Summary of Fiske Testimony. 

The testimony of Rear Admiral Fiske 
today may be summarized as follows: 

' First—That there is an utter lack 

of codperation between the strategists 

of the naval war college and the bat- 
tleship fleet. 

. Second—That there is mo agency in 

the American navy comparabie to the 

German staff 01 the British admiralty 

charged with the duty of effecting such 

codperation. 
Third—That the American navy is 
deficient in gunnery. 

Fourth—That no definite plan of cam- 
paign for warfare against any power 
has been evoived in the navy. 

‘Fifth—That with the implements now 
in hand it would take from three to 
five years to unify them and put the 
personnel in trim to wage efficient 
warfare.

“ Whose business is it now to see to ‘t 
that war plans are prepared and that 
there shall be proper codperation between 
the strategists and the fleet?” a member 


- of the committee asked. 


Rear Admiral Fiske hesitated momen- 


’ tarily, and then replied with great em- 


phasis, “‘It is nobody's business.” _ 
Explaining this remark, Rear Admiral 
Fiske declared that the naval system it- 
self was at fault, and that under present 
conditions the service was conducted “‘ in 
a sort of haphazard way.” 
In making his comparisons of relative

tioned the German navy. He ‘said that

Not only are the messes of the 
people so impoverished that they have no 
money to buy food or fuel, but there is 
no food or, fuel to be bought. Also all 
means of communication are vocally dis- 
rupted. 

“At the best there must be terrible 
suffering and death in Belgium this win- 
ter. It reatse largely with the relief from 
America how much of this can be spared. 


Should Restore Business. 

“ With this relief should go efforts to- 
ward restoration of business and indus- 
try. These are now at a standstill and 
the people without employment. The 
Belgians are not crushed and conquered. 
They are a desperate people filled with 
profound hatred for the German invad- 
ers, with little to lose, hungry and suf- 
fering. The great danger is that they 
will endeavor to rise againat the Ger- 
mans and bring on themselves renewal! of 
the oppression and terrorism which the 
Germans saw fit to use in the past. Hs- 
pecially will this be true if the Germans 
begin toretreat. Thecivil population will 
feel encouraged to rise again. 

“ The best way to prevent these horrors 
is to get the people to work and to a re- 
turn as far as possible to normal life.”’

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.] 
—National good roads legislation of the 
comprehensive character proposed by the 
Bourne joint committee, whose report was 
published in Tum Trisunz today, may be 
enacted at this session of congress. 

It tranepired today that the Democratic 
leaders in the senate are planning to at- 
tach a measure providing for federal aid 
to state highway construction to the post- 
effice appropriation bill. In mo other 


passage of a good roade bill at this short 
session. 

It was stated at the capitol today that 
the delegates to the good! roads congress 
now assembled in Chicago are vigorously 
urging their senators and representatives 
to initiate the federal aid plan at this ses- 
sion. 


Reject Shackleford Measure. 
The senate postoffice committee re- 
jected (the Shackleford measure passed 


on the basis of the highway demands of 
each and conditioned upon the local ap- 
propriation of an equal amoumt. Under 
the plan Tilinois would receive from the 
federal governfrent $1,336,000 a year. 

Mr. Bourne’s pian, as embodied in the 
bill favorably reported by (he senate com- 
mittee, proposes that the federal gov- 
ernment shall issue not more than $500,- 
000,000 8 per cent highway bonds and 
apportion the proceeds, upon the basis of 
highway needs, to the states desiring to 
take advantage of federal aid. 

Each state may obtain.20 per cent of 
Its allotment each year by depositing with 
the government its 4 per cent state bonds. 

Under this plan Illinois would be al- 
lotted $19,700,000; Indiana, $12,550,000; 
Iowa, $16,400,000; Michigan, $14, 400,000, 
and Wisconsin, $12,800,000. | 


Details of Road Costs. 

Before the postoffice appropriation bill 
comes before the senate the Bourne com- 
mittee will have submitted its report. In 
addition to the portions published by 
Tue TRIBUNE the report contains ex- 
haustive information upon the cost and 
processes of road construction in this 
country and in Europe.

“It doesn’t mean necessarily a person 
has had typhoid fever for him or her to 
be a carrier,” said Dr, Evans. ‘“ The or- 
ganisms often remain im a person for long 
periods after an illness and sometimes 
are never eliminated from the system. 
Carriers may impart the bacilli to food 
or liquids.

| SHIPPING BILL “APPROVED.” 
H * The administration ship purchase bill has been 
a3 favorably reported to the senate. The vote was 8 to 6, 
and the division was partisan, or practically so, 
The danger is therefore that the measure will be 
treated by the majority from a political rather than 
from a business and national viewpoint. The com- 
mittee’s action should serve as a signal for the 
initiation of a vigorous fight in and out of congress. 
There are no sound arguments in favor of the bill. 
It is a measure to put new obstacles in the way of 
@ merchant marine. It is balf baked, ill considered, 
futile, and worse than futile. . It cannot possibly 
tempt private enterprise into the ocean carrying 
trade. No private corporation will think of embark- 
ing on an enterprise in which the government, with 
its taxing power and chaotic methods, will be its 
competitor. Legitimate considerations of cost and 
profit will take wings, .The government will have a 
monopoly of any “lane” it may choose to occupy 
‘and its service will be what ye 
_ when it is monopolistic and polit tical,

THE ATTACK ON ENGLISH PORTS. 

Rules of war have been adopted by nations to 

' prevent the needless infliction of war upon helpless 
people.

The 
purpose governing the German navy is to wear 
down the British superiority by submarine raids 
end by the laying of mines unti] it might be/pos- 
sible without suicidal rashness to meet the British 
on the sea. 

To further the British purpose and defeat the 
German, the British have protected the all ‘im- 
portant units of their fleet, the heavy, big gun bat- 
tleships and cruisers. They have been withdrawn 
_ from the range of adventurous submarines and so 
far as possible kept off the sea patrols — 
mines might be encountered.

‘the prospective heavy demand for grain 


the determination of American farmers 
to grasp the opportunity for continued 
high prices. 

On the enormous acreage seeded the 
promise is for a crop of 696,000,000, or 
12,000,000 more than the record breaking | 
crop of the last season. 


Condition Below Last eas. 

While the acreage seeded is much larger 
than last year, the condition is less prom- 
ising, being 88.3, against 97.2 a year ago 
and $4.1 two years ago. This would indi- 
cate a greater lose from abandoned acre- 
age than last year, when conditions were 
perfect from seed time until harvest. 
Oonsequently there may be a consider- 
able reduction from the figures shown in 
the present report. 

According to the report, the Kansas 
crop wit be about 136,000,000 bu, not ail- 
lowing for deterioration during the win- 
ter and spring, whereas kist season there 
was a crop of about 160,000,000 bu. Okle- 
homa and Nebraska have prospects for 
enormous ytelds.

Tuesday evening, Dec. 22, at a reception 
tendered to the mayor and the commis- 
sioners by the Chicago Society of Artists, 
the mayor will see for the first time the 
pictures that have been selected. Sixty- 
two aldermen also are invited to this re- 
ception to view the purchase. 

It is estimated by the commission that 
at least $7,000 worth of paintings have 
been bought with the available §2,500. 
One picture alone was listed at $1,000, 
All of the artists reduced the prices of 
their pictures by half, and some by half 
again; So the city has secured thirteen 
works of art at an average of $200 apiece. 


All Have Fixed Views, 

The men on the committee who selected 
the pictures were Wilson H. Irvine, 
Frank A. Werner &r., Arthur J. Eddy, 
the mayor's personal representative; W.

KILLED IN FIGHT 
Anto Bandit in Cincinnati 
Puts In a Busy Day 
with Own Death 
 asFinis.

LOOT OF $13,100 GONE. 


Outlaw Had Been Hunted by 
Police of Chicago and 
Other Cities for 

Months, 


. Cincinnati, O., Dee. 17.—The life of 
Frank G. Hohl, automobile bandit, ended 
here today following a three hour career 
of crime which included the robbing of 
two Cincinnati banks, the theft of an 
automobile, and a pistol duel with police- 
men that resulted with almost certain 
fatal wounds to one officer and the death 
of the bandit. 

Thirteen thousand one hundred dol- 
jars is missing as the result of the bank 
robberies, and the police are confident 
that Hohl, in his automobile drives, man- 
}aged to pase this money to some confed- 
erate. | 

The beginning of Hohl’s end started 
shortly after 10 a. m., when he entered 
the West End branch of the Provident 
‘Savings bank and Trust company, Highth 
and Freeman avenues, fired two shots at 
Cashier Edward Hughes, scooped up 
$8,000 in currency, backed through the 
door, Jumped into a waiting automobile, 
which had been stolen, and disappeared. 


Bobbery of Second Bank. 

While the police were sea: ching for the 
bandit more than ope hour later he en- 
tered the Liberty Banking and Savings 
company bank at Liberty and Freeman 
avenues, ten blocks away, fired two shots 
at Cashier George Winters, grabbed $5,100 
in currency, ran to his automobile, and 
again disappeared. | 

Almost two hours later Harry Bucks- 
horn, whose mother conducts an apart- 

ment house on West Ninth street, in- 

formed the police of the similarity of a

| Begins Fight with Officers. 
Thice policemen called at thei oom, and 
when they knoeked the door was sud- 
denly thrown open and the bandit opened 
ure, at the same time brushing past the 
¢fficers, one of whom, Policeman Edward 
nnoul, was probably fatally wounded. 

Hoh! again ran to his automobile. which 
was standing at a nearby corner, and 
did fair to again escape, but in rounding 
a corner the machine crashed into a 
telegraph pole and was wrecked. . The 
bandit jumped out and opened fire on the 
two officers who had pursued him. 

In the fight that followed, Hohi fell 
with four bullet wounds fn his body and 
died shortly afterwards at the hospital. 


Wanted in Other Cities. 

Hohi was wel) known to the police and 
was a fugitive from justice. The police 
claim that he shot up an Altoona (Pa.) 
bank on March 3, was arrested, and while 
being conveyed to the Pittsburgh jall 
threw a cup of coffee in his guard's face 
and eseaped. He was recaptured, but 
subsequently eacaped from the Hollidays- 
burg (Pa.) jail. | 

The police also claim that he was want- 
ed in connection with a diamond robbery 
in Kansas City, Mo., a year ago, where 
he had assumed the name of Howe,

for Frank G. Hohl since last August. 
After he had escaped from the Holiidays- 
burg jail by greasing his body with 
soap Hohl came to Chicago with his 
wife, who, it is alleged, had helped him 
in the Altoona robbery. His wife former- 
ly was Miss Ivy Wilson, daughter of an 
Ohio minister. Hohl, who was a me-« 
chanic, worked for a while in a garage 
in Armitage avenue.
